THE OHARGE OF ADMINISTERING A DRUG 
PROVED TO BE & False OBARGS, 


This caso wan again before the Court this 
morning on remand from yosterdey.

She 
appeared perfectly sensible and was appar 
ently all right up to that time. On the 
evening of the 25th she cooked her own 
meals and provided them herself, Two 
women came to #02 ber that evenlog, but 
witness did not seo that they brought hor 
any food. Tho house was not locked, and 
comiplainant could have gone away at any 
moment, but ahe remained there aoven. days.

license from the Farmer, but he held ons 
from Ewo Shing, Nothing whatever could 
bave been heard of this case if they:had 
not been squeezing the ooolies and incress- 
ing the feos. charged. The -ustist month- 
ly fees were offered to. the Ewo Shing shop, 
but they wished to increase the fee, and 
that was why tho Hoense had not been 
taken ont. Such a license could not 
be # good license unless granted ~ ander 
regulations sanctioned by the Governor 
in Oouncil, but no such regulation 
existed in fact. These people wore made to 
suffer, they were charged with selling opium 
witbont bi in possession of a license 
whivh of itself would be illegal, 

His Worship remarked that the: Farm 
had been conducted’ in the most obstinate 
manner for soms time past, the procedure 
xoing right against the Ordinance. ‘The 
license put in, that granted by the Rwo 
Shing had never recelved tho sanction of 
the Governor in Council, although it was 
signed by the Opium Farmer. He held 
that these licenses were no licenses what- 
ever. ; 

Mr Broreton ssid thet if it were ruled 
that this was no license then this man had 
been dragged into a trap. Tho sale of the 
opium bad not been proved. The license 
the man held did not expire till the 3rd., 
and as he bad taken out the license in good 
faith it was catching bin in a trap to pro- 
neoute him now for not having a license 
under the ordinance. 

Mr Stokes said that the Opium Farmer 

‘o¢-to-be- blamed—for--bringing-. the: 
small cases to the front, He paid an enor- 
mous amount $18,000 a month, for the 
monopoly and he found that a great num- 
ber of Chinese who wero acquainted with 
the old Farmer wore trying every means in 
their power to defraud him of his fees, and 
it consequently became necessary. to use 
strong’ means-to protect his own in- 
tereats. Even if the defendant had 
a license it was revoked by the letter sent 
on the 2d to the Ewo Shing, by which he 
virtually threw down the gauntlet and put 
the Farmer at defiauce, He would not. 
ronew hin license but would still continue 
to sell opium. Mr Ban Hop sent his 
servant, Mr Santos, to defendant and 
offered to renew the license, but that offer 
was not accepted. Ho considered this a 
caso in which a substantial fine should be 
imposed owing to the position. the defend- 
ant had taken up. - 

Hung Shing, the third interpreter in the 
Magiateate’s Court, interpreted the licsnse 
insted by the Kwo Shing as follows This 
Liconse is issued to Sang son of Victoria, 
Hongkong, of the Sth district, of Gilman’s 
Bazaar, No. 31, and allowa him to sell 
second quality opium. Tnis license gives 
him permission to sell opium fore—— 
months from the date of the liconse issued, 
and the Opium Warmer may take it baok 
auy time he likes, 23rd day of the firat 
moon, (3rd March, 1880,)” 

The livonse also bore tlle date 4th Fe- 
bruaty.

The undersigned has boen seedy of 
ate, and unable to write yor for some} 
little time, A severe cold caught at the 
races (about the only thing I did eatch 
worth speaking of) waa the beginning of 
my troubles, and I am now just getting 
on tho literary war paint again, You 
haven't missed anything very extraordi- 
nary thereby, I think, nor have I either, 
except the opportunity to write about 
said races; which is something in these 
dull times. One can’t be always abusing 
somebody unless one is fond of going to 
hia own funeral, and that is 0 tréat which 
tho best of us rarely get more than once. 
I did intend to give you o glowing, ima- 
ginative, and soul-stirring description of 
these races; full of ‘ash and wisdom 
withal, but now my conscience whispers 
me, why should I do this thing I 
have received nothing but kindness at 
your hands.
